In  case  of  two  piece  construction,  the 
plate  and  the  channel  shall  be  welded  or  brazed  along  the  entire 
length.  In  case  of  integral  construction,  the  channel  shall  be  covered 
by  a  simple  strip  welded  throughout  its  length.  The  strength  of 
welded/brazed  joint  shall  be  not  less  than  50  kg/mm2/

1.  Scope  —  Dimensional  and  other  requirements  of  stirrup  plates  for  modular  lower  limb  braces.

3.1  Plate  —  Mild  steel  sheet/strip  cold  rolled  annealed  Grade  0  of  IS  :  513-1973  'Specification  for 
cold  rolled  carbon  steel  sheets  (second revision)'  or  hot  rolled  annealed  Grade  0  of  IS  :  1079-1973 
'Specification  for  hot  rolled  carbon  steel  sheet  and  strip  (third  revision)',  thickness  2'0  mm 
minimum.  «* 

3.2  Channel—  Mild  steel  sheet/strip  cold  rolled  Grade  0  of  IS  :  513-1973  or  hot-rolled  annealed 
Grade  0  of  IS  :  1079-1973,  thickness  1*6  mm  minimum. 
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4.  Fabrication— -The  stirrup  plate  shall  be  fabricated  by  welding  or  brazing  the  plate  and  the 
channel  along  the  entire  length.  Ttttf  strength'  of  welded/brazed  joint  shall  be  not  less  than 
50  kg/mm*.  *-wmvmK 
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electroplated  coatings  of  zinc  on  Iron  and  steel'. 

6.  Marking  —  The  stirrup  plate  shall  be  marked  with  the  manufacturer's  name,  initials  or  recognized 
tradelttafkf  size  attd  iddrrtiflewitfn  of  right  or  left.

7.  Packing  — Each  plate  shall  be  packed  in  polyethylene  bag  and  then  packed  in
